inches. 

| Heavy showers predicted for to- 
night after a day of fair weather 
are expected to bring the rainfall 
up to or above the normal before 
daylight tomorrow morning, with 
continued fair weather, moderate 


temperature and moderate south 
and westerly winds throughout 
the day in the Bay District. 

The Pacific Coast from San 
Francisco north to Cape Fiattery 
came tn for a genera] wetting last 
night and today, the rainfall area 
extending as far east as Missoula, 
Mont., and even farther just north 
of the Canadian border line. High 
winds were reported in connection 
| with the rain along the Coast from 
Point Reyes north, with a ninety- 
mile gale raging at North Head, in 
the mouth of the Columbia River. 

On Sunday night and today a 
heavy warm rain, which turned to 
snow in the higher altitudes, was 
reported falling in Redding, with 
an all-night snowfall at McCloud. 
Dunsmuir, Mt. Shasta, Castella 
and Weed also reported snowfall in 
various amounts. Eureka received 
the heaviest wetting in Sunday 
night's downpour, the branch of 
the Weather Bureau there having 
reported a precipitation of .88 of 
an inch. Red Bluff received .12 
ofan inch, Dringing its total rain- 
fall to date up to 1.86, with the 
normal for the season at 3.66. Sac- 
ramento got only .01 of an inch, 
making .49 to date, against 2.18 
inches, normal! for the season. 

The outlook for tonight and to- 
morrow, as predicted by the offi- 
cial forecaster of the local Weath- 
er Bureau, included unsettled 
weather with rain in Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho and Nevada. Rain 
was due tonight in Northern Call- 
fornia, with a rise in temperatures 
over the Plateau States.
